If & man should have the misforaund
to receive a shot in the liver it would
remain there unless found by the an-
nient method of probe apd knife. X
rays, Roentgen's process, sided by the
appliances devised by all the electrical
scientists of the age, are
against the texture of the liver. Prac-
tically every other portion of the human
mnatomy will yield to the penetrating
power of the fluorescope, but that liver
declines to do anything of the kind.
